W a sh in g t o n ,.February 16.—In the 
Senate to-day the resolution offered by 
Plumb some weeks ago, directing in­ 
quiry as to the ineiiicient mail ser­ 
vice, was taken up and agreed to. 
Among the bills introduced and re­ 
ferred were the following: 
By Far well, to brevet army officers 
ou the active and retired list 
By Sabin, to authorize the Presi­ 
dent to confer brevet rank on army 
officers for "brilliant” services in the 
Indian campaigns. 
By Teller, to authorize citizens of 
the United States to return estray 
cattle from Mexico to the United Slates 
without payment of duties. 
The Senate Committee on Finance 
reported to amend the Under-Valua­ 
tions bill. The measure incorporated 
three new provisions, the effect of 
which is to allow importers to appeal 
to a Board of three general apprais­ 
er?, who shall have final powers to de­ 
cide all questions as to value aud 
classification, except so far as law 
points may be involved, which points 
are to bo certified to the Circuit Courts 
for determination. 
PUBLIC I'D ENTINO. 
Manderson’s resolution requiring 
the Secretary of War to furnish the 
Senators on request a list of the per­ 
sons to w hom copies of the record of 
the rebellion are to be issued was 
taken up. 
Manderson said that since he in­ 
troduced the resolution, tho Secretary 
of War had expressed his readiness to 
comply with the request. lie continued 
by saying that the distribution of 
public documents should he made 
under some, executive officer. 
Vest said that there was unques­ 
tionably a waste of money in the way 
of printing documents. ’ 
Teller claimed that much matter in 
the departments wan kept secret and 
protested against this. He extended 
his ideas iu saying that he did not be­ 
lieve in secret sessions of the Senate 
except perhaps when the Senate was 
considering any treaty. 
He thought 
that the discussions of confirmations 
should be public. 
In reply to questions from the other 
Senators, Teller said that while he 
did not think Cabinet meetings should 
be held publicly, yet when the Cabi­ 
net came to a conclusion on any eub- 
ject, that conclusion was properly for 
the whole people, aud the President 
had no right to conceal it. 
The reso­ 
lution was adopted. 


BORDER BMUGULIXO. 
Morgan offered a resolution calling 
on the Secretary of the Interior for 
information as to the smuggling over 
the Mexican border, in consequence 
of the Mexican free zone, and calling 
on the President for copies of corres­ 
pondence with the government of 
Mexico on that subject. 
Adopted. 
Teller introduced a bill to establish 
a land office at Folsom, New Mexico.

On motion of Dockery (Missouri) 
the Senate amendments were con­ 
curred to in tho House bill, providing 
for the appointment of eleven division 
superintendents to the railway mail 
servtce. 
A favorable report was made by 
Clardy (Missouri), from the Commit­ 
tee on Commerce, to incorporate the 
Maritime Canal Company of Nicara­ 
gua.

T Itn URGENT DEFICIENCY BILL. 
The house then went into a com­ 
mittee of the whole on the Urgent 
Deficiency bill. An amendment was 
adopted appropriating $10,000 for the 
pay of agents and the necessary ex­ 
penses to carry ont the provisions of 
the 
act 
for 
the 
attachment 
of lands in 
severalty to Indians. 
An amendment was adopted, appro­ 
priating $90,000 for the support of 
United States prisoners and $6000 for 
the salary of an additional Circuit 
Judge in the Second Judicial District. 
An amendment was adopted, direct­ 
ing the Pnblic Printer to enforce 
rigidly the provisions of the eight 
hour law 
Having completed the 
consideration of the bill the commit­ 
tee rose. The items relative to the 
payments of salaries to the clerks of 
the Surveyor-General’s office which 
were stricken out in the committee, 
were reinstated in the House. Pend­ 
ing final action on the bill, the House 
took a recess until 8 o’clock.

ANDERSON’S TELEGRAPH B IL L . 
The House met at 8 o’clock for de­ 
bate upon the Pacific Railroad Tele­ 
graph bill. 
Anderson, of KausaB, 
spoke in support of the bill, which he 
declared had for its purpose the com­ 
pelling of the subsidized roads to con­ 
form to the fundamental requirements 
of the granting acts. 
Gunther, oi Wisconsin, said that 
while ho hud voted for the pending 
bill in tbe committee, he woold^reat 
ly have preferred voting for the bill 
placing the whole telegrap] '

under Government control.

Anderpon, of Illinois, favored the 
bill, and detailed the provisions of 
the contract entered into between the 
Un on Pacific Railroad Company and 
tho Western Union Telegraph Com­ 
pany, to show it was in direct viola 
tion of the granting act of the former 
company, 
which provided that it 
should receive and transmit all tele­ 
grams presented to it without discrimi- 
m tion. 
Hopkins, of Illinois, contended that 
the subsidized roads were stopped 
from claiming that they had made 
contracts with the Western Union 
Company, aud that the company had 
acquired v sted rights which could 
not be interfered with. 
The House then adjourned.

THE TREATY’S TERMS. 


Privileges 
Comceded 
to 
American Fishermen. 


OUR EIOHTS WELL PROTECTED 


No Changes Necessary in the T ar­ 
iff System—Comments in 
Canada. 


A statement was presented showing 
the earnings to be $72,000 in one 
month from traffic, and this added to 
the subsidy from the Pacific railroads 
of $05,000, makes the revenue reach 
$137,000 for the month. The com­ 
pany during the la9t quarter received 
more than 7 per cent on stock, in­ 
cluding both subsidy and earnings, 
but it was decided to’use the money 
in improvements and additions and 
not to declare a dividend.

W a sh in g t o n , February 
16.—The 
fisheries treaty was the subject of much 
speculation and discussion at the capi­ 
tal to-day. While declining togiveany 
specific information as to its provi­ 
sions, Secretary Bayard to-night said 
to an Associated Press reporter, that 
for many years the great contentions 
among American fishermen have been 
for a fair and just construction of the 
treaty of 1818, and that the present 
treaty had been framed by the Ameri­ 
can negotiators with a view to meet 
the needs and necessities of the Amer­ 
ican fishermen, and he believed that 
if the treaty is ratified that end will 
have been accomplished. 
From a trustworthy source it is 
learned that American fishermen are 
secured in all the commercial privil­ 
eges for which they have been con­ 
tending, with the exception of the 
right to purchase bait in Canadian 
water, which is expressly withheld. 
Their riglft to touch at Canadian ports 
for fuel, water aud repairs is conceded. 
Cettain bays which are specified 
are to remain under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of Cauada. There 
is 
nothing in tho provisions of the 
treaty, it is said, vshicli necessitate 
the removal of tho duty ou Canadian 
fish or in any way changes 
the 
American tariff system. In its im­ 
portant features, tho treaty, it is 
stated, is favorable to the United 
States, and while new and valuable 
privileges have been acquired, this 
has been done without any costly 
sacrifice on the part of the Americans. 
Secretary Ba>ard said to-night that 
the published reports purporting to 
give the essential features of the 
treaty were unauthorized and wholly 
wrong. 
The American negotiators left for 
their homes to-day. Sir Charles Tup- 
per and Mr. Chamberlain will remain 
in Washington for a few days longer, 
the latter expecting to sail for Eng­ 
land in about a week. 


OPINION IN CANADA. 
O t t a w a , February 16. — Foster! 
Minister of Marine and Fisheries, 
says that the reports sent from Wash­ 
ington regarding the terms of set­ 
tlement of the fishery question are 
specimens of bad guess work. Al­ 
though Foster does not speak warmly 
of Canada’s luck, he says that the 
settlement reached, will, if endorsed 
by tho Senate, promote better rela­ 
tions between the two countries.

S a n F r a n c isc o , February 10.—It is 
ported that several improvements are 
contemplated in the international 
mail service between New Zealand

It is proposed to have 
New Zealand build one or more mail 
cars to be devoted exclusively for its 
own service betweon San Francisco 
and Now York, and to have the agent 
that has charge of the mail across the 
Pacific ocean go as far as New York. 
Another proposed 
change 
is 
to 
substitute Cunard steamers for the 
Red Star line, and then arrange that 
tho service to and from London shall 
not exceed twenty-eight or 
thirty 
days’ journey. With a programme of 
tins kind it is said that the steamer 
will 
leave 
London 
on 
Satur­ 
day afternoon and 
arrive in New 
York about a week later on Sunday, 
where a transfer will be made to the 
proposed new cars, which will reach 
this city on the following Thurs­

New Zealand will be reached in an 
eighteen days’ trip. The New Zea­ 
land Parliament is now in session and 
it is thought will take some action iu 
the matter.

Four of tho eleven 
were fined $1000 and seven wore 
sentonced to two years in the peni 
tentiary.

SOME SHARP CUTS AT BALFOUR 


Allusion Made to the Treatm ent 
of Irish Political 
Prisoners.

L o n d o n , 
February 
1G. — In the 
Commons to-day, Labouchere asked 
further questions regarding England’s 
position toward the other nations and 
under-Secretary Ferguson again de­ 
clined to produce tiie correspondence 
between the government and foreign 
powers. Ferguson further said that 
he was happy to inform the House 
that the fisheiy treaty had 
been 
signed in Washington. The govern­ 
ment believed it satisfactory, although 
yet unaware of the precise terms. 
Wm. O’Brien resumed the debate 
on the address of reply to the Queen’s 
speech. He said that Balfour had 
failed to smash the Irish organization, 
weaken the spirit of the Irish people, 
or degrade them in the eyes of the 
world. Abject discomfiture and dis­ 
grace attended the Crimes act, the 
operation of which proved it to be 
oue of the most horrible measures 
ever directed against human liberties. 
O’Brien said that he did not feel 
wounded nor in the least disgraced by 
his own imprisonment. 
While in 
prison he resented and felt keenly 
Balfour’s stealthy, loathsome insinua­ 
tions that he (O'Brien) sheltered him­ 
self under a plea of illness. Now they 
were faco to face, aud he challenged 
the Government to produce prison 
doctors 
to 
prove 
the 
truth 
of 
the 
insinuations. 
(Parnellite 
cheers.) 
It 
lias 
been 
asserted 
that the imprisoned Leaguers tried to 
secure distinction between the treat­ 
ment given them and tho imprisoned 
peasants, but there was no foundation 
for the afsertion. When the govern­ 
ment asked them voluntarily to ac­ 
knowledge their kinship with crimi­ 
nals they answered “ We will die 
first. 
You will have to learn the 
difference between representatives of 
the criminal classes and Irish political 
prisoners, even if ;t takes a coroner’s 
jury to announce the destinction.”

THE TREATY’S TERMS. 


Privileges 
Conceded

American Fishermen.

W a sh in g t o n , February 
16.—The 
fisheries treaty wns the subject of much 
speculation and discussion at the capi­ 
tal to-day. W hile declining to give any 
specific information as to its provi­ 
sions, Secretary Bayard to-night said 
to an Associated Press reporter, that 
for many years the great contentions 
among American fishermen have been 
for a fair and just construction of the 
treaty of 1818, and that the present 
treaty had been framed by the Ameri­ 
can negotiators with a view to m eet 
the needs and necessities of the A mer­ 
ican fisherm en, and he believed that 
if the treaty is ratified th at end will 
have been accomplished. 
From a trustworthy source it is 
learned that American fishermen are 
secured in all the commercial privil­ 
eges for which they have been con­ 
tending, with the exception of the 
right to purchase bait in Canadian 
water, whicn is expressly withheld. 
Their riglft to touch at Canadian ports 
for fuel, water and repairs Uconccded. 
Ceitain 
bays which 
are specified 
are to rem ain under the exclusive 
jurisdiction of Canada. 
There 
is 
nothing 
in tho provisions of the 
treaty, it is said, which necessitate 
the removal of tho duty oil Canadian 
fish or in any way changes 
the 
Aineiican tariff system. 
In its im ­ 
portant features, the treaty, it is 
stated, is favorable to tho United 
States, and while new and valuable 
privileges have been acquired, this 
iias been done w ithout any costly 
sacrifice on the part of the Americans. 
Secretary B ajard said to-night that 
the published reports purporting to 
givo the essential features of the 
treaty were unauthorized and wholly 
wrong. 
The American negotiators left for 
their homes to-day. 
Sir Charles Tup- 
per and Mr. C ham berlain will remain 
in Washington for a few days longer, 
the latter expecting to sail for Eng­ 
land in about a week.

L o n d o n , 
February 16. — In the 
Commons to-day, Labouchere asked 
further questions regarding England’s 
position toward the other nations and 
uuder-Secretary Ferguson again de­ 
clined to produce the corrosj>ondence 
between the government and foreign 
powers. 
Ferguson further said that 
he was happy to inform the House 
that the fishery treaty had 
been 
signed in W ashington. Tiie govern­ 
ment believed it satisfactory, although 
yet unaware of the precise terms. 
Wm. O’Brien resumed the debate 
on the address of reply to the Queen’s 
speech. He said that Balfour had 
failed to smash the Irish organization, 
weaken the spirit of the Irish people, 
or degrade them in the eyes of the 
world. 
Abject discomfiture and dis­ 
grace attended the Crimes act, the 
operation of which proved it to be 
one of the most horrible measures 
ever directed against hum an liberties. 
O’Brien said that he did not feel 
wounded nor in the least disgraced by 
his own imprisonment. 
While in 
prison he resented and felt keenly 
Balfour’s stealthy, loathsome insinua­ 
tions th at he (O'Brien) sheltered him ­ 
self under a plea of illness. Now they 
wore face to face, and he challenged 
the Government to produce prison 
doctors 
to 
prove 
the 
truth 
of 
the 
insinuations. 
(Parnellite 
cheers.) 
It 
lias

asserted 
thut the imprisoned Leaguers tried to 
secure distinction between the treat­ 
ment given them and tho imprisoned 
peasants, but there was no foundation 
for the arsertion.

nals they answered “ We will die 
first. 
You will have to learn the 
difference between representatives of 
the criminal classes and Irish political 
prisoners, even if ;t takes a coroner’s 
jury to announce the destinction.”

T hree was gome wild talk on the 
street > esterday about the action of 
the Democratic meeting on Wednes­ 
day night in nominating Mr. Moriarity 
instead of Mr. Ling.

new comer is in the land, like an 
army with banners; at any rate 
he is here, a veritable army with 
coin.

$1,000,000, there is the engine house 
for the cable system which will require 
7,000,000 brick to complete, there

cost $500,000, 
and the city 
hail 
to cost 
$250,000, 
all now being 
built. If one passes from fact to ru­ 
mor, the name of the schemes on 
foot is legion. The latest is that the 
Baldwin property, on Spring street, is 
to be improved by the erection of a 
six-story block, all of granite from 
our local quarries. 
But we will not 
dwell on things not certain. We will 
also pass over the magnificent blocks 
almost complete, of which, perhaps, 
the one on the comer of Spring and 
Franklin streets is the most costly. 
Edifices of less massive proportions, as 
for example, the pretty brick block 
now being built at the corner of New 
High and Franklin, are also omitted. 
Nor is mention made here of such im­ 
provements as that really mammoth 
one on New High street north of T ur­ 
ner, where excavations are going for­ 
ward to prepare for the bricklayers, 
named. Then there is the new depot 
being erected by the railroad com­ 
pany on which no particular empha­ 
sis is laid. 
Here are enterprises 
whose cost runs up into the millions at 
a rapid rate. Loe Angeles is but one 
point out of a hundred in this section 
where just such movements are under 
way. 
While this is incomparably 
the most important of all other towns 
in the land of the “ bcom,” yet the 
march of progress in all the others is 
anything but iusignificant. Indeed, 
Pasadena crowds closely on our heels 
in this magnificent display of enter­ 
prise, and cuts out work for us in 
keeping out of her way. These are 
the real elements out of which our 
“boom” is built. They are not chim­ 
erical, visionary, 
speculative, 
nor 
such as can easily be destroyed or 
dissipated. 


R e p u b lic a n statesmen who have

Mr. Sherman’s 
newly developed indifference seems 
to suggest that such an uncomfortable 
possibility may have reached his 
mind. 


W h y is it that the Republicans 
have waited until the very last hour 
to name their candidate for Council­ 
man in the Second Ward?

canvass the qualifications of their 
nominee. We do not believe they 
will accomplish their design in thus 
taking snap judgment of the people. 
The voters a hose interests are at stake 
will not be dragooned by party man­ 
ipulators into accepting whatever can­ 
didate they may be pleased to put 
forward in 60 indecent a manner.

OP THE SECOND WARD CAUCUS. 


Opinions o f those Who Are W ell 


Versed in the Rules in the 
Matter. 


The chlof topic of conversation among 
Second ward voters yesterday was the an­ 
nouncement that R. A. I.ing, who had been 
a candidate for nomination at the Demo­ 
cratic caucas on Wednesday night, consid­ 
ered that he was in reality a nominee, and 
had announced his inlention of running for 
election. Mr. Ling claims that the caucus 
was in reality a primary and that the choice 
of the nominee was to have been determined 
by the same rules which govern primaries; 
In other words, that having received a plur- 
alty of the votes cast on the first ballot he 
should have been declared the nominee and 
the meeting adjourned. This was uot the 
ease, however. There were three ballots 
taken, aud on the third Mr. John Moriarty’, 
having received a majority of the votes cast, 
was declared the regular nominee 
On he 
first ballot the vote stood: Morla>tv80, Lint 
115 and Schumacher, 45. The second baf 
lot stood, Moriarhy 75, Ling 73, and Schu­ 
macher 45. The third ha.lot stood. Mor- 
iarlty 112, Ling 55. 
Mr. Ling claims that 
alter the result of the first ballot bud been 
announced, his friends, supposing him to 
be the choice left the hall and when the 
second bal'ot was taken he was short just 
42 votes, the number that had departed. 
He based his cl«im to the nomination how­ 
ever, ou the fact that he had receiver 
plurality of votes on the first ballot 
Mr. Llug’s opinion In regard to the meth­ 
od of determining upon the choice for nom­ 
inee seems to be held only byhim stlf and 
friends, and from statements of othe s who 
were present at the caucus it appears that 
at the end of the first ballot Mr Ling made 
no objection to a second ballot being taken. 
A representative of the Ujciiald called 
upon Mr. C. L. Northcrafts, who was chair­ 
man of the oaucus to ascertain his views 
ou the subject. Mr. Northcrafts said that it 
was noccssury to obtain a majority of the 
votes cast, before a choice could be au- 
uouncediuhny caucus. This was under­ 
stood to be the i ule by everybody so far as 
be knew and there had been no objection 
to

ballot 
the matter of dropping the candidatos v ho 
received the fewest votes was discussed, but 
tb tt was the only thing which came up 
Mr. Ling had not objected to the second 
ballot, and if his fri< nds had departed, that 
was his Joss 
Mr. Northcrafts was positive 
in his «tateme ut that he was a friend to all 
candidates and had favored none in particu­ 
lar. IJe baa ruled according to the usage in 
all CBUCUSSCH. 
Postmaster, E. A. Preum, who was aho 
present at the caucus, was next seen and 
stated that in his opinion Mr. Moriarty was 
the regular nominee of the caucus. Accord­ 
ing to his idea of the u-ages at cuuciiKses It 
requires a majority vote to dee>de upon the 
nominee. Tee question as to whether the 
majority or the. plurality rule should pr - 
vail, did not come up and according to his 
recollection Mr. Ling had been present 
when the second ballot was called. 
Mr. R. E. McGregor, who was present Rt 
the time, and who placid Mr Hchnmacbcr 
iu nomination, confirmed the statement of 
Mr. Preuss that Mr. JJug lmd been prenout 
and had not objected to the second ballot 
being taken. 
Dr, J. 8. Crawford was next called upon, 
and thought thut according to rule Mr. Ling 
should have been declared the nominee 
after the first ballot. If be had been chair­ 
man he would have declared Mr. Llug the 
nominee after the first ballot. He had been 
present part of the time during the H st 
ballot, but lmd depu ted before the result 
had been announced. He thought, how­ 
ever, that if Mr. Ling had tacitly consented 
to the second ballot by uot objecting, thon 
Mr. Ling lmd no ground for claiming that 
he w«s the nominee. Mr. Ling should have 
objected at the time the vote was an­ 
nounced. 
Lieutenant-Governor Stephen M. White 
was too busy to give au opinion on the 
question. 
Supervisor T. E. Rowan thought that Mr. 
Llug should have been declared the nomi­ 
nee ut the end of the flre.t ballot. Iu his 
opinion a plurality only was necessary to a 
choice, not a majo ity. 
H. W. Pattou was next seen and said: "I 
placed Mr. Moriarty in nomination and 
watched the result of the ballot with a great 
deal of interest. Mr. Ling received 115 
votes, Mr. Moriarty 80 votes and Mr. Schu­ 
macher 45 votes. It was my understandiug, 
after consultation with Mr. Behnmaeher, 
that the person receiving the lowest num ­ 
ber of votes should be dropped 
I think 
also understood that the lowest candidate 
was to be dropped.

ing as to what shall constitute the vote to 
understanding or rule adopted by the meet 
ing as to what shall constitute the vote to 
determine any question, the majoiity of 
those present decide all questions. 
"Conventions of paitics follow the same 
rule, requiring a major.ty of the votes cast 
to decide as to who Is entitled to nomina­ 
tion. The reason and wisdom of the rule 
are clearly shown by the fact that if a 
plurality were to decide In the absence of 
all rules propositions submitted, a ma­ 
jority of those pr. sent could reconsider the 
action of the plurality. 
"The reason why a plurality elects as to 
the choice between candidates in any elec­ 
tion by the people is, that there being a 
multiplicity of parties and often numerous 
candidates, no' other system could be re­ 
sorted to without great detrimeut to the 
people. 
“ Robert, on parliamentary law, lays down 
the principle that in the selection of officers 
for a meeting where several names have 
been placed in nomination, each name 
sball.be called separately, and the one re­ 
ceiving the majority vote of those present 
shall be declared the one elected. 
Other 
writers on this question follow out the 
same Idea, and give the reasons for the rule, 
which 1h: the expression of the will of the 
majority.

There will be presented to Judge Cheney 
to-day an affidavit by Frederick McGregor, 
one of the attorneys for Frederick Anscblsg, 
asking for a continuance of the trial now 
under way. 
The affidavit, after setling 
forth the facts as published iu tbe H kdai.d 
up to the cccurrenccs on Wednesday, con­ 
tinues ss follows: "That on Wednesday the 
15th day of February, 1888, Doctora II. H. 
Maynard, H. G. Brainard, Otto M. Schultz 
aud W. D. Greece, physicians of high char 
acter, eminent ability and long experience 
in their profesrion, were examined on 
behalf of dlfendant, and testified that they 
had on tbe said 15th day of February, 1888, 
befare tbe opening of the cou t, made au 
examination of the defendant at the county 
jail for the purpose of asceitaining defend­ 
ants 
sanity 
or 
insanity. 
Thit they 
had 
not 
sufficient 
time 
or 
op­ 
portunity 
to 
arrive 
at 
a 
con cot 
conclusion. That a previous history of the 
life of said defendant and hiB antecedents, 
was necessary, to arrive at a correct con­ 
clusion of thu mental condition of defen­ 
dant. That it is frequently Impossible to 
come to any conclusion as to the sanity or 
Insanity of a person at the first or a few 
examinations. 
That sometimes it takes 
weeks to arrive at a correct opinion. That 
insanity Is frequently produced from exter­ 
nal injuries upon the head or skull. That 
they had not come to any conclusion a» to 
whether the defendaut was sane or insane. 
That the said H. G. Brainard * * • made 
au examination of the defendant’s head and 
skull and discovered an Indention on the 
top of his head about the size of u half

caused by a blow or a fall, that a blow or 
a fall upon or about the head or skull fre- 
quenth causeB insanity, and Ihst it may de­ 
velop at once or In weeks, or sometimes In 
years. * • * That iu order to determine 
his sanity it is indispensably necessary to 
know his past history and antecedents. 
ThatO. M defaults testified * • * that it 
frequently takes several examinations and 
weeks before insanity ia detected. That be 
had a doubt of defendant’s sanitv, and so far 
it arose from tbe crime and surrounding 
circumstances. * * * That sometimes iu 
ity from a fall or blow develops imme 
dlately or In a few weeks or sometimes in 
years afterwards.

RAILWAY GOSSIP. 


W hat is Being Done in the 
Railroad World. 


A B A TH ER DULL DAY 


A Ttolt to the Depots—The Sido 
«tracked Tobáceo Car—Sotes ] 5 
, 
and Personals, 


A visit to lhe two depots in thin city y« 
tar day afternoon was rewarded very poorly, 
at least no thought the Hbrald'h repreaenta- 
ci»\ looking at the matter from a “ news" 
point of view. Very little that haa not been 
published in these columns before could be 
found. 
A tramp through the Santa Fe 
Company's warehouse showed that 
the 
•om pany is still handling an enormous 
am ount of freight. Particularly such was 
the oa c yesterday, owing to the announce­ 
m ent that the road waa now perfectly clear 
from end to end, and that shippers could 
feel sale la consigning their goods for 
transportation across the couttncnt. 
Mr. Ed. Chambers, the genial agent, said 
chat rema-kably fast time had lately been 
wade with a special freight train, taking 
ouly two days to put tt Iu Albuquerque, 
N. M., and four ana a half to reach Denver. 
He thinks now that the company will not 
have any more trouble with their freight 
The work on the new office is progressing 
finely, and the outside of the building is 
now nearly complete, the wulls are entirely 
up, and the roof is on, am that the carpen­ 
ters can work almost as well in the rain as 
tisay oaa in dry weather. The new dispen­ 
sary, put up by the Santa Fe Employes' As­ 
sociation, Is now complete, ana will be 
ready for occupation as soon as Dr. Wing 
can get his furniture and office equipments 
moved in . 
Work ou the roundhouse at the 
southern end of the yards has been re­ 
sumed, and it is believed will be pushed to 
a completion without another interruption. 
The frame-work for a portion of the roof is 
already up. No bing la being done on the 
new baggage room for some reason, though 
no one in tha tlty can tell why. 
The now passenger depot will be built 
“some time, ’ hut when no one can tell. 
Assistant Bngiueer Shepperd, of the Santa 
Fe company, says he has received no orders 
as to when he shall commence work. He 
aaid it was not probable that it would be 
started until the freight office, round-house 
and baggage-rooms were complete. Then 
he ‘thought” something might be done. 
At the ttouthsrn Pacific depot nothing nn- 
u a u hI was soen. The ya da are jammed full 
of freight cars, and It is only with great 
difficulty that the local trains can he moved. 
There was, as is always the case, at the dt - 
pasture or arrival of a train, a large crowd 
mi people standing around—some expecting 
to go away and others to welcome an arriv­ 
ing friend or relative. The freleht house was 
packed full almost to overflowing with 
freight and a large force of mea were hnsy 
unloading and loading it from the ears. 
When questioned by the H i r a l d ’s repre­ 
sentative, Mr. Legler, the affable agent aaid: 
‘‘Its uo use, we are doing a great deal of 
basincas, but there is nothing new that 
would be of the slightest interest to the 
public.” And that is the reason the Haa- 
o ld 's representative felt "sad" (T) when he 
^ tu rn ed to the office, and prepared his eopy 
—th at there was uethiag “new."

C A T A R R H . 
The term C atarrh is applied to a peculiar disorder of tho aostrils and adjacent part* 
w hich prevails to an alarm ing extent, and Is productive of very serious consequences. 
The m ost p ro m in en t and characteristic feature is a m orbid discharge from the head, 
varying In its natu re at different tim es. 
In some iln-re is an alm ost constant flow of d e a r, acrid fluid, b u t oftcuor an offen­ 
sive, p urulent or m uco-purulent, greenish >ellow m atter is secreted, w hit h accum ulate* 
In th e nostrils or drops in to th e th ro at, necessitating its freq u en t rem oval by blowing 
tho nose or e x p e c t’ration, an d often by botn processes. Sometim es p atien ts feel aa 
though th eir w hole head was in a ato to of rottenness, so great is th e am ount of m atter 
discharged an d so fretid is Its odor. T he path n t is greatly annoyed by th e constant drop­ 
ping into the th ro a t of th e m orbid m atter from tho bead, an d a s a recum bent position 
n atu rally favors th o flow dow nw ard, his rest Is frequently disturbed from th is cause. 
Many sufferers aro obliged to lie w ith th e head very m uch elevated iu order to sleep with 
some degree of comfort. 
In others, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm collects behind and above th e Boft 
palate, iu th e passage between th e th ro at and h ea d , udhering to <h e parts w ith gluiah 
tenacity. Its lodgm ent em barrasses respiration aud creates a sensation of Irritation and 
uneasiness in the affected locality, w hich gives rise to a constant an d alinoj-t Irresistible 
desire to relieve th e discom fort by draw ing th e m u cu s Into Iho th ro at so ns to reject it by 
the m outh. This practice, popu.arly know n hh “ h aw king,” is ck aro cterittic 01 C atarrh, 
and prove» as em barrassing t th e one affected, as it is disagreeable to those around him . 
Again, th e offensive m atter haidcus and deposits itself on th e m em brane iu th e 
shape of dry. hard concretions, wbich are discharged by th e way of th e nostrils or throat 
iu lu m p s or fragm ents of a deep green tint. 
Iu some cases these in cru statio n s accum u­ 
late to such an ex ten t as to form a regular plug in tho nose, w hich ob stru cts breathing 
aud produces serious discom fort. Bo firmly do those in crustations adhere to th e poi-.t • 
of attach m en t th a t th eir removal usually req u ires th e m ost violent efforts and not uu- 
frequeutly they have to be torn from th e m em brane. O ccasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled ou w hich there are geuerally traces of blood, b u t iu some eases th e 
cast presents a tubular appearance, being of ex a ct shape of th e nasal cavity. This con­ 
dition is indicative of ulceration, w hich. In tim e, m ay destroy th e bony stru ctu r of tho 
nose and produce a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Oases m e occasionally met with iu w hich a thick, viscid, slim y secretion coa’s th e 
m em bram e o f th e nasal cavities and then putrefies, giving rise to a stench w hich la 
really overpow ering, and sufficiently fetid to poison th e atm osphere of a w hole room, 
and there arc others in which all secretions of th e m em brane are suspended, causing uu 
unpleasant feeling of dryness, h est, aud fcverishuess in the head u u a nose—a condition 
popularly know n sb “Dry C atarrh." 
The disease speedily extends to tb e h ir cavities of tho bones of th e forehead and 
face, giving rise to a distressing sensation of heavy w eight or com pression over the 
forehead, especially In the region above and betw een th e eyes, an d to a feeling of fu ll­ 
ness, h eat, irritatio n , eorencss o r ra in in th e Dostrils near the root o f th e nose, ns well as 
in the upp er p art of th e throat, above and behind the soft p alate. Som etim es th ere is 
p ain o b stinately fixed in some particu lar part, as in the tem p.es, o n tho top of the head, 
at the back of th e n crk , or behind th e orbits, and, occasionally, p ain m anifests Itself in 
th e face of so severe a character th at it is frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alw ays tain ted and a t tim es assum es au exceedingly fetid and sicken­ 
ing odor. In some cases it becomes so revoltiugly offensive gs to ren d er th e sufferer an 
object of disgust to him self ss well as toothers. 
The nasal m em brane Is thickened and congested, causing the nose to be stopped up, 
som etim es ou one side, som etim es o u the o tte r, and often ou both, giving rise to a disa­ 
greeable stuffy m na&tiou in th e head, au d occasionally to violent and prolonged p a r­ 
oxysm s of sueezing. 
The voice is w eak, iud istln ct and husky, o r of a nasnl character, displaying a sort o 
sniffling quality. O ftentim es there is a con tin u o u s hoarsehess an d discordante. There

The m ucous uiem braue soon become» m orbidly sensitive to u n fav o rab le Influctreeg, 
and, In spite of th e utm ost care, becomes aflected from th e slightest causes, so th a t at last 
a breath of w ind upon the lin in g of the nose o r throat becom es productive of n cold, and 
gives rise to serions disturbances of tho respiratory oigans. Tnus th e patient is subject 
to frequent a d repeated colds, each a'ta ck aggravating the disease by giving it a new 
im p u lse,an d iuvolviug a larger ex ten t of surface th an its predecessor. Iu this m an n er 
th e difficulty spreads^ from organ to organ, in vading th e throat, larynx, trac h ea and
